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Questions surround ex-chief’s hearing 4

Many questions have been asked 
by Elba citizens since the beginning 
of talks of a hearing on Elba Mayor 
Ricky Haywood's efforts to termi- 
nate former police chief Freddie 
Hanchey. 

The words “Due Process” surface 
when questions are put to profes- 
sionals who are learned in the area 
of dealing with public employees 
and personnel problems, 

The Alabama constitution states 
that in all municipalities, the council 
may provide for ...a police chief, 
The council also has the duty to spe- 
cifically designate the duties of each 
office. That is in Section 11-43-5, 

The council can delegate some 
powers of appointment to the Mayor, 
but Elba ordinances don’t do this. In 
fact they specifically reserve this 
power to the mayor and council act- 
ing jointly, (Elba City Code §2-29) 

Section 11-43-160, Code of Ala- 
bama, 1975, does state that any per- 


son appointed to office in any city or 
town may, for cause, after a hearing, 
be removed by tke officer making 
the appointment. 

The meaning of that section is 
that if the city council has the au- 
thority to appoint, then the city coun- 
cil must retain the power to termi- 
nate, and then only after a hearing, 

This has been in the Alabama 
Code for many years. An Attorney 
General opinion on December 13, 
1974 affirmed this fact. 

The Alabama Supreme Court has 
ruled that even in cases where the 
mayor has authority to hire and fire 
an employee, the mayor must grant a 
hearing to the appointee before the 
dismissal, unless the appointee 
waives this right to a hearing, 

Again, Section 11-43-81 of the 
Code of Alabama states that the em- 
ployee must be granted a hearing, 
before the dismissal becomes perma- 
nent. 

The Alabama Code further states 
that to remove an employee (police 
officer, etc.) takes a 2/; vote of the 


Special grand jury indicts Burney 
on 2 counts of capital murder

Mecting in special session on 
Thursday, March 25, a Coffee 
County grand jury, Elba Division 
handed down one indictment. 

The grand jury formally indicted 
Wille Fred Burney, 51, of Route 
One, Jack, AL, with two offenses of 
capital murder. 

Burney appeared before Judge 
Terry L, Butts in Circuit Court on 
March 25, the same day of his indict- 
ment, and was arraigned. He entered 
a plea of not guilty. 

The defendant was arrested on 
Tuesday, February 16, in connection 
with the shooting death of two 
young boys. 

The two youngsters, Quenton An- 


derson Burney, age 2, and Kerwin 
Donell Horstead, age 5, died of mul- 
tiple gunshots wounds. The shooting 
occurred an Elba residence located 
on Roosevelt Drive in Kennedy Es- 
tales, 

Burney has been held without 
bond since his arrest shortly after the 
shooting took place, He was appre- 
hended in a wooded area near his 
residence located in the Victoria 
Community . 

Judge Butts again denied Burney 
bond and ordered that he remain in 
custody. The judge further ordered 


that Bumey stand trial on the 13th of 


April, 1993, 

Should Rurney be convicted, each 
offense is punishable by either life 
in prison without parole or death in 
by electrocution. 


entire city council, including the 
mayor, That is Section 1143-160. 
Reading this section indicates that 
termination of Freddie Hanchey 
from the Elba police force will take 


a vote of at least four city officials | 


(city council and mayor). 

Elected officials in Elba, and 
prior city employees, have cither 
been unaware of these laws or chose 
not to invoke them. However this 
doesn’t make such laws invalid to- 
day. 

A 1956 Attomey General opinion 
pointed that that any council mem- 
ber (including the mayor) with any 
bias must not themselves be a part of 
this impartial body. This impartiality 
clause became a continuing sticking 
point in the first hours of the Freddie 
Hanchey hearing and is yet to be re- 
solved. 

The rights of employees are con- 
tinually ruled on in state and federal 
courts, By their very nature, the fed- 
eral rulings have more impact. 

Alabama has long had what was 
commonly called an “at will” em- 
ployment, Thai means a person can 
work a job as long as the employer 
wanted that person to work that job. 
The employer had only to want (or 
will) that person to leave and the em- 
ployee is fired. 

However, court records show that 
for at least the past 20 years, the fed- 
eral courts have continued to narrow 
the right of the employer to fire em- 
ployees. In fact municipal employ- 
ees have been found by the courts to 
“own” their jobs, unless they mess 
up. All the above is based on several 
basic items, including involvement 
in retirement plans, absence of spe- 
cific contracts explaining the em- 
ployee is temporary or for a specific 
time. ’ 

The courts continue to broaden 
the Sth amendment to the U. S. Con- 
stitution, It states “that no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of 
law,” 

The courts are often ruling that by

County commission satisfies grand jury

The Coffee County Commission 
during their last meeting, Monday, 
March 22, was presented with a sub- 
poena from the Enterprise Division 
grand jury. 

On Tuesday, March 23, the com- 
missioners appeared before the 
grand jury, This was the same 18- 
member jury which met in Decem- 
ber of last year and recommended 
that a new Enterprise Courthouse be 
built. 

In its December report filed with 
Circuit Judge Gary McAliley, nu- 
merous problems with the existing 
building were cited. The body also 
Stated that the upper floors were fire 
hazards because proper escape 
routes were not provided. 

As a result of the December 
grand jury’s report, a state fire mar- 
shal was called in to inspect the en- 
lire facility, The fire marshal cited 
in his inspection report several prob- 
lems which needed to be addressed 
to bring the building up to code. 

He recommended the rewiring of 
the building, closing of the fourth 
floor, construction of a fire escape 
from the third floor, replacement of 
gas heaters, and a general house- 
cleaning. 

The commissioners took action 
concerning the fire marshal’s report 
in their Monday’s meeting prior to 
their appearing before the grand jury 
on Tuesday (March 23). 

In their report filed with Judge 
McAliley on Tuesday (March 23), 
the jury stated, ‘We find the Coffee 
County Commission is making a 
good faith effort to correct the defi- 
ciencies listed in the January 8, 
1993, Fire Marshal's inspection of 
the Enterprise Division courthouse.” 

“We also find that the commis- 
sion did not receive the Fire Mar- 
shal’s report until just a few weeks 
ago and has begun corrective ac- 
tion,” 

The estimated cost of meeting the 
requirements set forth in the fire 
marshal’s report is $6,500, Based on 


a preliminary plan by an architect, a 
new Enterprise Courthouse will cost 
in excess of $3.2 million. The price 
tag of an addition to the Elba Court- 
house is estimated at $1.8 million, 

A public hearing on a special 
property tax to fund the proposed 
construction has been scheduled for 
9:00 a.m, Friday, April 2, at New 
Brockton. The hearing will be held 
in the commission meeting room at 


the Farm Center Complex. 

The Enterprise grand jury’s report 
concluded with the following: “We 
call on subsequent grand juries to 
monitor the progress of plans to 
build a new courthouse in Enterprise 
and recommend any further action 
as needed. We feel the construction 
of a new courthouse to be the high- 
est priority in the Enterprise Divi- 
sion of Coffee County.” 


Special New Brockton Town Council 
meeting held to act on Rehab Grant

In a special called meeting on 
Tuesday, March 23, the New Brock- 
ton City Council took action toward 
receiving another Housing Rehabili- 
tation Grant, 

The council members signed a 
resolution allowing city officials to 
proceed in preparing the application 
for a Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) from the Ala- 
bama Department of Economic Af- 
fairs (ADECA), 

Should the town be successful in 
getting its application approved, it 
will make the second time a grant of 
this type has been received. 

Should the grant be approved, ap- 
proximately 35 homes will be re- 
paired, The area in which the homes 
are located will be south of McKin- 
non Street (U.S. Hwy. 84) and west 
of Ansley Street, 

According to City Clerk Linda 

Dillow, “The funds, should ADECA 
approved the town’s application, 
will not become available until late 
Fall (October or November) of this 
year.” 
Dillow stated that should wait un- 
til they are notified by public notice 
before they begin inquiring about ap- 
plying for the funds. 

The Town's portion of the grant 
will be to supply $1,000 in matching

funds, 

The plan for housing rehabilita- 
tion in New Brockton divides the 
town into four sections, Town offi- 
cials hope to receive enough grants 
in the future to completely renovate 
all the houses which qualify.

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firing an employee without just 
cause, the boss is depriving him (or 
her) of his property (job) without ex- 
tending due process of law. Public 
employers also get caught for de- 
priving the employer of liberty 
(good name in the community) with- 
out providing due process of law. 

Two 1972 U. S. Supreme Court 
decisions held that a public employ- 
ce has a property interest protected 
by due process if he could show a 
“legitimate claim of entitlement” to 
his job - a contract, or tenure, or 
even oral or implied understanding - 
creating reasonable expectation of 
continued employment. 

In a 1976 Supreme Court ruling a 
police officer in another state lost a 
case of wrongful dismissal. However 
there were apparently no state laws 
in that state mandating a hearing. 
Also the officer had not been told 
publicly why he was fired, therefore 
he couldn't claim he was stigmatized 
by the termination. 

The Supreme Court has also ruled 
that the hearing must be granted at

“a meaningful time and in a mean- 
ingful manner.” 

Alabama law allows suspension 
before the hearing but doesn't allow 
final dismissal. Therefore officially 
Hanchey (who is not getting a week- 
ly check from the city) will legally 
continue on the payroll for the City 
of Elba until a final determination is 
made by the city council. 

A recent court decision dealing 
with two Millbrook police officers 
resulted in the officers both getting a 
large settlement for wrongful dismis- 


sal. 

The Alabama League of Munici- 
palities recommends that city gov- 
ernments: « Use special care in spec- 
ifying reasons for dismissal. * Look 
closely at the ordinance or statute 
under which the employee was hired 
to determine whether he had a prop- 
erty right in his employment that 
would entitle him to due process pro- 
tection. 

Discussions by legal experts in 
the field of employee rights continue 


to refer to an municipal employee as 
having a property interest in his or 
her job. 

There are laws preventing the ter- 
mination of any municipal employee 
(at will or permanent) for the exer- 
cise of constitutional rights. This is 
protected by both the Sth and 14th 
Amendment. Constitutional rights 
include voting rights and freedom of 
association. 

Section 11-43-160 of the Code of 
Alabama, reads that a police chief, 
among others, is not an “employee 
at-will” and can only be removed, 
for cause, after a hearing, by the offi- 
cer or body that made the appoint- 
ment. 

Therefore courts have ruled that 
such an employee has a property in- 
terest in his or her job and can only 
be terminated after a due process 
hearing and finding of “just cause,” 
These rights are guaranteed in both 
the Sth and 14th Amendments and 
will be upheld by federal courts 
when they are violated.

“The laws pertaining to DUI 
should be strong. The legislation will 
strengthen the existing law and will 
deter drunken driving on Alabama 
roadways,” said Owens. Primary re- 
ports indicate approximately 35 per- 
cent of 987 traffic deaths in Alabama 
last year were alcohol related.

ized to remove the permit or driver 
license from any person who refuses 
to be tested for intoxication, or any 
person who tests .08 BAC or above. 

The law provides for a temporary 
driving permit to be issued, and 
those who wish to appeal the license 
Suspension may do so through the 
administrative process.

paired drivers,” said McHenry. He 
said studies indicate that all persons 
are impaired to some degree at .08 
BAC 


McHenry said that the legislation, 
if passed, also would help the state 
qualify for federal grants which pro- 
vide funds for troopers to work DUI 
enforcement overtime. 

Thirty-two states currently have 
adininistrative license suspension/ 
revocation laws and five states have 
.08 BAC laws.

. For many years people of the 
community buried their own dead.

"dressing the casket." 

The mules and wagon had been 
left in the alley in back of the store. 
The casket and box was loaded on

Bonneau-Jeter Funeral Home. 
In Enterprise, Mr. Polk Searcy 
had already taken a correspondence 


course and had become Coffee 


County's first embalmer. His grand 
children still operate Searcy Funeral 
Home in Enterprise.

The question that Mr. Richburg asked 
each of the classes to whom he spoke 
was why do people have suicide on their 
minds?

given up on life and are most likely 
hopeless. Some of the other reasons list 
ed for suicide were divorce, sexual 
abuse, lack of attention, break ups in re 
lationships, lose of family members and 
incomes, rejection of peers, failure to 
achieve, pregnancy, drugs, and revenge 
on parents. Another reason he gave was 
to punish one's self for mistakes he/she 
has made. The top three things to look 
for in a person suspected of thinking of 
suicide are depression, sadness, and a 
blank state of mind meaning that the per- 
son no longer cares about anything life 
of people around them have to offer. 
Most times if a person has decided that 
they are going to allempt suicide, they 
will suddenly lift from their depression. 
This is because they may be relieved at 
finally making a decision about some 
thing. Weapons to look for are guns, 
knives, razor blades, and pills. Pills are 
one of the most common weapons used 
today,

Tips On How Not To Abuse Fertilizer 


Help Protect The 
Environment--Don't Abuse 
Fertilizers 

Homeowners and gardeners are 
among the worst abusers of chemical 
fertilizers. "If a little makes my lawn 
and garden grown well, then a lot 
will really make it grow" seems to 
be the theory behind most home fer- 
tilizer programs. 

Organic fertilizers, such as animal 
manures, can be abused just as easily 
as chemical fertilizers. 

Soil test results from the Auburn 
University Soil Testing Laboratory 
add evidence that gardeners may 
have been overdoing it. Almost 35% 
of all samples tested for gardens, 
lawns, and shrubs last year were 


"very high" or "extremely high" in, 


phosphorus, Over 70% of the garden 
soils needed no additional phosphor- 
us fertilization for top yield. 

Excessive fertilization, beyond 
that which crops can efficiently use, 
has the potential to leach into ground 
water or enter surface waters 
through runoff. High nitrates have 
been identified in some ground wa- 
ter supplies in Alabama, and exces- 
sive phosphates in lakes and streams 
could create water quality problems. 
A study in South Georgia found that 
streams flowing through urban areas 
picked up nitrates, and lost them as 
they flowed through farmlands. This 
implied that urban activities such as 
landscape fertilization may be hav- 
ing a greater impact on water quality 
than farmland fertilization. 

The homeowner, just as the farm- 
er and landowner, has a responsibili- 
ty to help protect our land and water 
supplies. Soil testing and following 
the recommendations as closely as 
possible will help you to have a 
beautiful landscape, a healthy and 
productive garden, and a safe envi- 
ronment. 


Improve Soil With Organic 
Matter 

Most Coffee County garden soils 
could use some help. They are either 
very sandy and dry or clayey and 
compact. Some crust over badly af- 
ter planting, making it difficult to get 
a good stand of carrots, spinach, and 
other small seeded vegetables. These 
soils can be improved by adding or- 
ganic matter. 

Organic matter is anything incor- 
porated into the soil that was once 
alive. This includes leaves, straw, 
pine bark, grass clippings, crop resi- 
dues, kitchen wastes, composts and 
manures.

Humus helps sandy soils. to hold 
more water during dry periods and it 
opens up clay soils for better root 
growth.

Humus also keeps crusty soils 
loose and friable. When organic mat- 
ter is broken down to humus, some 
nutrients are released into the soil, 
thereby fertilizing plants. 


Many gardeners like to use organ- | 


ic matter as a fertilizer because it 
provides a slow-release fertilizer 
throughout the season, 

Organic matter can be incorporat- 
ed into the soil any time of the year 
to build soil humus. Once it is mixed 
with the soil, microorganisms quick- 
ly break it down. Mulches, on the 
other hand, tend to protect the soil 
surface. They can be mixed with the 
soil the following fall. 

A winter crop is another alterna- 
tive if it can be grown and turned un- 
der in the spring. A winter crop of 
rye or clover could add about 50 
pounds of dry matter per 1000 
square feet to the garden. Once 
tured under or mixed with the soil 
in the spring, this fresh plant materi- 
al breaks down rapidly. 

Winter cover crops will protect 
the soil and add organic matter, but 
they won't build humus as fast as 
adding it yourself. 

All Coffee County soils are low 
in Organic matter and humus because 
of our warm, humid climate. We 
don't have the deep, dark soils char- 
acteristic like the grain-producing ar- 
eas of the Midwest. But with a litter 
effort, we can do a lot to improve the 
physical characteristics and the pro- 
ductivity of our Coffee County soils.

Want to make the world a better 
place to live? Your office may be a 
good place to start. Studies have 
shown that businesses could save lit- 
erally millions of dollars every year 
by following a few simple tips. 

First, eliminate unneccessary 
paper use in the form of notes, cop- 
ies, and memos. Put more office an- 
nouncements on centrally located 
bulletin boards, 

You might also consider doing 
your editing on computer and then 
run your finished copy on the print- 
er. 

Also, make more use of your 
computer by storing files on disk 
rather than on paper. Use small piec- 
es of paper for short memos. 

When possible, use both sides of 
the paper for printed text and in- 
crease two-sided copying. Instead of 
throwing out papers with at least one 
blank side, load them in your laser 
printer for rough drafts and informal 
memos. Used paper also comes in 
handy to write yourself informal 
notes. 

To further reduce paper consump- 
tion, consider sharing a morning 
paper with other employees. Re- 
member to reuse file folders, too. 

In addition, consider purchasing 
plain paper for fax machines. To 
maximize paper space, use note pads 
with narrower lines, 

You might also consider placing 


more emphasis on reusable office 
supplies. For example, think about 
buying mechanical pencils as well as 
refillable pens and tape dispensers,

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ONE COURTHOUSE WOULD WOULD HAVE TO BE PETITIONED BY PEOPLE 


Coffee County citizens say no to tax - yes to one courthouse

Last Friday morning, April 2, 
more than seventy citizens of Coffee 
County gathered in the community 
room of the Farm Complex in New 
Brockton, 

A public hearing was held by the 
Coffee County Commission to hear 
public comments on a proposed 
property tax to fund courthouse con- 
struction, 

The commission voted in its regu- 
lar meeting on March 22 to build a 
new courthouse in Enterprise and an 
addition to the Elba Courthouse. 

The courthouse issue arose after 
an Enterprise Division grand jury in- 
spected the Enterprise Courthouse 
and recommended (they did not or- 
der or mandate) that a new facility 
be built. 

The grand jury also requested that 
the building be inspected by the state 
fire marshal. This was done and sev- 
eral fire ordinance violations were 
discovered, The commission is in the 
process of complying with the fire 
marshal’s recommendations. 

The commission is proposing 
raising the county’s ad valorem tax 
31/5 mills to fund the courthouse con- 
struction, According to commission- 
ers, this amounts to $35 on $100,000 
assessed property value annually, 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens explained to the group that 
a mill is one-tenth of one cent or tax 
evaluation of $1 of $1,000 assessed 
value. 

Friday’s hearing revealed that 
county residents do not want any 
more new taxes imposed upon them. 

One resident, Horace Windham, 
used the well-known phrase “Read 
my lips - No new taxes,” to express 
his feelings. 

While everyone at the hearing 
seemingly agreed that the Enterprise 
Courthouse was in bad shape, no one 
wants to pay more taxes 

Joel Harvin, an Enterprise resi- 
dent, asked the commissioners why 


only property owners would be 
taxed, He noted that many of the 
county's registered voters do not 
own property within the county, 

Commissioners heard several oth- 
er suggestions on how to raise mo- 
nics for courthouse construction, 
Raising marriage license fees plus 
other fees, additional tax on car tags, 
und grants were among the sugges- 
tions offered. 

While only sixteen of the more 
than seventy residents in attendance 
addressed the commission, indica- 
tions were that their comments re- 
flected the general feelings of the en- 
lire group.

A clear majority of the group fa- 
vored the construction of one court- 
house for Coffee County, They fur- 
ther agreed that it would be logical 
to build the courthouse in a more 
central location than either Enter- 
prise or Elba, 

It was suggested to the commis- 
sion that New Brockton, where 
many of the county’s offices - in- 
cluding the new county jail - are lo- 
cated, would be an ideal site for a 
new courthouse. 

The county owns enough land in 
New Brockton to build a facility 
large enough to house all county of- 
fices. Plus the courts could be 
housed there too. Presently many 
county officials staff two separate 
offices - one in the Enterprise Court- 
house and one in the Elba Court- 
house. 

It was explained to the group that 
the commissioners can not authorize 
the construction of one courthouse. 

According to Stephens, in order 
to construct one courthouse, a peti- 


tion signed by one more than half 
the registered voters in Coffee 
County has to be presented to the 
Governor. An estimated 10,478 sig- 
natures would be needed, 

The Governor would then call a 
special election giving the people the 
opportunity to vote on where the 
county seat - one courthouse - is to 
be located. A specific place has to be 
named on the ballot. 


Both former Coffee County Pro- | 


bate Judge James Sawyer and retired 
Enterprise Ledger Publisher Roy 
Schoffner noted that this had been 
attempted fourteen years ago and 
failed. 

Other persons in attendance noted 
that times have changed and they 
feel that county residents are ready 
to do the most economical thing and 
abolish the two courthouse - two di- 
vision system and unit as one, 

Commissioner Lawrence Creel 
commented that he felt the commis- 
sion should delay the tax vote until it 
could be decided whether or not one 
courthouse could be built and where. 

A New Brockton resident, Dan 
Heath, commented, “I think it’s time 
for the people of Coffee County to 
come together as one people!” 

Robert Davis of Elba stated that 
as long as the county maintains two 
courthouses, this problem will come 
up again and again. He favors one 
courthouse located in New Brock- 
ton. 

After about two hours, the hear- 
ing concluded with very little discus- 
sion centering around the proposed 
tax. 
Commissioners left Friday’s hear- 
ing concerned about what should be 
done concerning the tax but all 
agreed that a decision will have to be 
made. Regardless of what they de- 
cide, the county will still have to 
make the necessary repairs to the En- 
terprise Courthouse to ensure the 
safety of those working in and visit- 
ing the facility. 

A special meeting was scheduled 
for Monday, April 5, to make a deci- 
sion on the matter. 


Hanchey's termination hearing continues

Continuation of the termination 
hearing for former police chief Fred- 
die Hanchey was scheduled for 
Wednesday, April 7 (yesterday) after 
press deadline of The Elba Clipper. 

The possibility of the hearing 
ever resuming was undecided offi- 
cially until Tuesday afternoon of this 
week due to a letter written last 
week by Elba Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood. 

The letter, dated March 30, said 
Haywood wasn’t going to convene a 
hearing on April 7th or any other 
date, 

Addressed to City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan, with copies to all council 
members,’ Hanchey, his attorney 
Mike Jared, Haywood’s personal at- 
torney Bill Stokes and Attorney G. 
* Lindsey, the letter read as fol- 
ows: 


“It is my opinion that I have 
given Freddy Hanchey reason- 
able time for a termination 
hearing. The termination hear- 
ing turned into a mock trial, as 
initiated by Hanchey’s attor- 
ney, 

I have done all that I intend to 
do as far as Hanchey’s hear- 


ing. I do not intend to convene 
a hearing on April 7th or any 
other date.” 


Vaughan, who served as modera- 
tor for the first part of the hearing, 
had been previously instructed by 
Haywood and the City Council to 
work out a time to reconvene the 
hearing, as prescribed by Alabama 
law and requested in writing by the 
city’s liability insurance carrier. 

A $750,000 claim has been filed 
against the City of Elba by Attorney 
Mike Jared on behalf of Hanchey, 
claiming wrongful discharge. 

The claim could become a lawsuit 
if not settled to the satisfaction of the 
claimants. As such, the suit for dam- 
ages could be against the City of 
Elba and against the mayor and 
members of the council as individu- 
als. 

Working with Jared, Vaughan 
had already tentatively set the April 
7th date before receiving Haywood’s 
letter, 

A check, on Monday, by this 
newspaper with the others who par- 
ticipated in the first part of the hear- 
ing indicated most planned to attend 
the 9 a.m, Wednesday continuation 
as scheduled, Included were Han- 
chey and Jared and at least the ma- 
jority of the city council,

Commission goes ahead with tax proposal

The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session Monday, April 
5, to vote on whether or not to in- 
crease the county’s property taxes by 
344 mills. The funds generated by 
the tax are to be used to construct a 
new courthouse in Enterprise. 

As part of the decision making 
prorseee the commission held a pub- 
ic hearing on the matter last Friday 
to hear public comments on the is- 
sue, What they heard was ‘no more 
new taxes” and “build one court- 
house.” 

In meeting prior to the public 
hearing, the commission voted to 
seek a local referendum to be held 
on May 18, but that was changed to 
May 25 in Monday’s meeting. 

The original question was to be 
whether or not the voters of Coffee 
County would approve a 3!/2 mill 
increase in property taxes to fund a 
new courthouse in Enterprise and an 
addition to the Elba Courthouse; 
however, in Monday’s meeting this 
was changed. 

Commissioner Sid Averett made 
a motion that local legislators, State 
Representative Jimmy Holley and 


State Senator Crum Foshce, present 
to the State Legislature a bill which 
would allow a referendum on the tax 
issue. 

The date for the referendum is 
scheduled for Tuesday, May 25. 

In his motion, Averett stated that

New Brockton's council meeting routine

New Brockton’s regular monthly 
council meeting was held Monday 
night and conducted, more or less, 
routine business, 

Minutes for two previous special 
called meetings, March 23 and 
March 24, as well as the March regu- 
lar meeting on March 1 were ap- 
proved by the council. 


The main item of business on 
Monday’s agenda was to approve 
Ordinance #93-004 dealing with city 
court, 

According to Linda Dillow, city 
clerk, the new ordinance is for the 
purpose of updating the city’s court 
system with current state laws, 

The ordinance will adopt certain 
elements of Alabama’s Criminal 
Code and establish punishment for 
ordinance violations, 

Council members approved the 
adoption of the new ordinance and it 
will become effective 20n May 5, 
1993 after proper notification is giv- 
en to the public, 

A request for a loading zone in 
front of one of the town's businesses 
was brought before the council by 
council member Clinton Marler, Af- 
ter several minutes of discussion, 
which was mostly against the estab- 
lishing of loading zones, the council 
decided to table the matter. 

The council requested that Marler 
ask the business owner to appear in 
person so that the matter could be 
discussed with them, 

_ After a brief pro and con discus- 
sion on banning smoking in all parts 
of city hall — city owned vehicles, 
the council voted to allow things to 


remain as they are. Smoking is for- 
bidden only in the council’s meeting 
room in city hall. 

Councilman Charles Cole recom- 
mended to the council that the pur- 
chasing of new police vehicles 
should seriously be considered. 

“The cars that the police officers 
drive are sick,” Cole said, He noted 
that repair bills are running extreme- 
ly high, Last year, the bills totalled 
more than $7,000.00 on two cars. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley told coun- 


cil members that she and Chief 


Charles Driggers were already in the 
process of obtaining the necessary 
information so that bid requests 
could be sent to dealers, 

Councilman Cole also commend- 
ed not only the police department 
but members of the fire department 
and rescue squad for their quick re- 
sponse to emergencies, 

“Their response time is amazing,” 
said Cole, 

He noted that fire department and 
rescue squad members are all volun- 
teers, They receive no pay for the 
service which they provide for the 
citizens of New Brockton, 

Council members were reminded 
of important upcoming dates by 
Mayor Holley. A community Easter 
Egg Hunt will be held in the town’s 
park on Saturday, April 10th be- 
tween the hours of 3 p.m, and 5 p.m, 

A city-wide clean-up day has 
been set for Saturday, April 17, Eve- 

one is encouraged to participate in 
cleaning up their neighborhood on 
this date, Starting time for the event 
is 8:30 a.m, For more information, 
contact city hall at 894-5550, 

Mayor Holley reminded the coun- 
cil that the additional 1/2¢ sales tax 


in New Brockton takes affect on 
May Ist. 

After a brief discussion concern- 
ing annual leave time and sick days 
for the police chief, it was decided 
that the mayor would look at other 
towns’ policies concerning this mat-

tional tax would be used to construct 
a new courthouse in Enterprise 
ONLY. No mention was made of an 
addition to the Elba Courthouse as 
was stated in the original motion 
made in the March 22 commission 
mecting, 

In Monday’s mecting, Commis- 
sion Chairman Robert Stephens tried 
unsuccessfully to get Averett’s mo- 
tion amended to once again include 
an annex to the courthouse in Elba. 

Voting for the motion were: Com- 
missioners Averett, Bernest Brooks, 
Jack Hanson, and Bill Faulk. Voting 
against were: Commissioners Wen- 
dell Black, Lawrence Creel and Ste- 
phens, 

Stephens stated that he was origi- 
nally for allowing the people to vote 
on the tax issue but with the motion 
as passed - omitting the annex to the 
Elba Courthouse - he could no long- 
er vote to support the measure. 

Averett commented that he was 
not totally against improvements be- 
ing made to the Elba Courthouse but 
not al this time. 

He told Stephens, “It seems that 
quite a few of our citizens want one 
courthouse. That’s up to them. I’m 
staying out of that fight. My advice 
to you, if I was capable of giving 
any advice, is to call off your dogs, 
sit tight, and don’t take a chance of 
losing your courthouse,”
